The 
boards that were used for the 
walls of the staterooms are only 
five-sixteenths of an inch in 
thickness, bet the bracing is so 
well distributed as to give all 
needed strength.

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NEW BOAT OF ODD DESIGN| 





Inventor Claims Many Good Po'nts for 
Craft Which He Has Recently 
Had Constructed. 


Interesting ideas are embodied in 
a power boat of unusual design that 
has been constructed in the South 
recently, A 40-foot bull, which has 
a beam of only 24 inches, supports 
a deck 16 feet wide. Adjustable 
pontoons are provided beneath the 
Jatter at its outer edges, but ordi- 
narily these do not touch the water 
when the eraft is under way. 

Although equipped with only a 
}2-horsepower engine, it easily 
makes 12 miles an hour in a smooth 
sca. By lowering the pontoons so 
that they take the weight of the ves- 
sel, the hull may be raised out of the 
water. Thus the boat is able to navi- 
gate in very shallow water, and also 
form its awn drydoek. Supposedly 


it can neither be capsized nor 
swamped. 

The inventer, who has applied for 
patent rights, thinks that the idea 
might well be adapted to vessels of 
larger tonnage. Cheapness of con- 
struction, economy of fuel, speed 
and safety are among the,numeraus 
adyaniages elaimed for it.

HONEY CROP OF 1918 


The honey erop of the Wnited 
States for 1918 having been placed 
by the department of agriculture at 
about 250,000,000 pounds, the 
American Botanist cstimates that, 
2s the nectar of tlowers dues not be- 
gome honey until worked over and 
partly evaporeted, the bees must 
move as much as 159,000 tons of 
material to prodnee this crop, exclus 
sive of the honey eaten by them- 
selves. Of this product, about one- 
half is trom the nectar of white 
lover, with two other leguminous 
plants—allalfa and sweet clover—as 
the next important sources. A 
honey thit can be recognized is pro- 
duced by a few plants, including 
cotton, basswood, tulip tree, bucka 
wheat, goldemred and mountain 
sage.
